“The ghost of Hitler is upon 
us,” wams a letter-writer to the 
Chicag o Sun - Times, and 
eccaiaian the country, letters- 
to-the-editor pages reflect the 
growing concern over McCarthy- 


ism. 
The letter in the Sun-Times of 
May 17 signed “H. F.” follows: 
“The McCarthy-Army investi- 
gation can be compared to the 
atmosphere created in Germany 
during the Hitler regime. We 
dare not trust our friends,- our 


neighbors or act like free people : 


for fear that whatever we: say, 
whatever mistakes we might 
make, some day may be turned 
agaisnt us. We must now act 
as machines and not like human 
beings. . That is what mecarthy- 
ism. is doing to this nation. In- 
deed, the of Hitler is upon 
us. 

Even The Daily News of New 
York printed one anti-McCarthy 
letter Monday (May 21). It 
read: 


“After watching the hearings 
for two weeks I now understand 
how Low Blow Joe got to be 
an expert on un-American activi- 
ties. He's the most un-American 
slob in the country.” It was 
signed “Fed-up Fred.” 

Two letters in the Buffalo 
Courier-Express of May 8 at- 
tacked McCarthy. One, by H 
Melton Carroll, Buffalo, said in 

part: 

There is evidence that the ses- 
sion between McCarthyism and 
the Army will reveal the major 
fallacies of the present trend 
toward ‘Fascistic - McCarthyism,’ 
and possibly in the near future, 
return control of our Gevern- 
ment to those who believe that 
‘men are innocent “until they are 
proven guilty. 

“Hitler ‘saved Germany from 
Communuism; Mussolini saved 
Italy from Communism’, but all 
phases of liberty and freedom 
were destroyed in those nations 
at the same time. 

Everett J. Strickland, Gold 
Star father, of Waterport, in a 
letter in the same issue of the 
Courier Express, suggests that 
“those who persist in vilifying 
the criticis of McCarthyism iden-
